mediately tendered his resignation.-—. 


The news of the fail of the French 


ministry had an effect to cause a sudden 
decline in the funds. 


Concerning the re-cornmencement of 


hostilities between Holland and Belgi- 
um, we copy a number of interesting 
paragraphs. 
Thursday, the 
41 h of 


August, was the day appointed for the 
expiration of the armistice. It is said 
in some ol ihe London papers, that, in 
taking this step, Holland looks lo re- 
ceive aid from Prussia.

"From letters received ypsterdav from 
Hamburgh, with accounts from Peters- 
burg to the 16th Jiiiy. it appears that 
the progress which the cholera is ma- 
king is truly terrific. 
These letters 


state that the cases have been fifteen 
thousand ! and that; the population in 
great numbers were Hying from St. Pe- 
tersburg. 
Now, although we do not 


place implicit reliance on these ac- 
counts, nevertheless we have reason to 
believe that the cases have been far 
more numerous than reported. 
In a 


place so extensive as Petersburg, w i t h 
a population of 260,000, having so for- 
midable a police, and with the authori- 
ties, so averse to the truth being known, 
and in a case where the revenues are li- 
able to the most serious injury by the 
interruption of trade,it cannot be expec- 
ted that the full extent to which the. ca- 
lamity prevails should be made known. 
We are now of opinion thai il rages to 
an extent far beyond what is officially 
known or reported. 
If we may draw a 


conclusion from what has happened at 
other places—and the deaths hitherto 
have been greater in proportion to the 
cat.es—we should say the disease is on- 
ly in its infancy at St. Petersburg.
